U.S. Urges 


Russians on 
Berlin Crisis 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States was reported Sat- 
urday to have urged Russia to 
avoid moves which could set 
off a new Berlin crisis. 

Diplomatic informants here 
reported some optimism that the 
US, Initiative would have con- 
structive results. The chief 
basis of this hopeful attitude is 
that Soviet Premier Nikita S&S. 
Khrushehev wants a summit 
meeting with President-elect 
John F, Kennedy next year and 
presumably is willing to soft 
pedal his Berlin demands in or- 
der to get one. 

On the United States side, it 
is. obviously desirable to do 
everything possible to minimize 
East-West conflict during the 
—_— of transition from the 

isenhower to Kennedy Admin- 
istration and in the months im- 
mediately following when the 
new Administration is develop- 
ing its policies, 

US. Ambassador Walter C. 
Dowling, who is stationed at 
Bonn, met in East Berlin a week 
ago with Ambassador Mikhail 
Pervukhiin, Soviet envoy to 
East Germany. 

Subsequently it was reported 
that they had held a “general 
discussion” that included -re- 
ference to Berlin problems. 
Among these problems are vari- 
ous restrictions which from time 
to time the Soviet-backed East 
German Communist regime has 
imposed on travel and tra 
in the divided city of Berlin, 


Juliana Makes Bid 
To Solve Crisis 


THE HAGUE (AP)—Queen 
Juliana met seven political lead- 
ers at her Hague Palace Sat- 
urday in a bid to solve the two 
day-old Government crisis. 

he consulted with the parlia- 
mentary leaders of the Roman 
Catholic Peoples Party (the big- 
gest-in the country), the Labor 
Party, the Liberals, three right- 
wing Protestant groups, the 
Communists and the Pacifists, 

Political circles said they be- 
lieved the forming of a new gov- 
ernment would be an arduous 
job, and that the Queen would 
delay inviting anyone to form 
a new Government until after 
Christmas. 

The coalition cabinet of out- 
going Premier Prof. Jan E. de 
Quay fell Friday night when it 
was defeated on its house build- 
ing program. It was the first 
postwar cabinet ever formed 
without Socialist support. 


Soviet Circles Hit 
Sugita’s Statement 


MOSCOW (AP)—Tass, the 
official Soviet news agency, said 
Friday that “democratic circles” 
in the Soviet Union are bitterly 
denouncing a statement by a 
Japanese Self-Defense Force 
officer concerning Japan’s mili- 
tary reorganization. 

Tass said it referred to a 
statement by Ichiji Sugita (chief 
of staff, Ground Self-Defense 
Forees) that the second defense 
plan envisages reorganization 
of ground forces as a “streng- 
theniig measure to ensure pub- 
lic safety.” 

Sugita’s statement is regarded 
as direct evidence, Tass report- 
ed, “showing that the Japanese 
Army is being invested with 
the function of gendarmerie.” 


Britain to Build 
2nd Nuclear Sub 


LONDON (UPI)—Britain will 

in building its second nuclear 
submarine next year, naval 
sources reported Saturday. 

The new “hunter-killer” will 
be larger than Britain's first 
nuclear submarine, the 3,000- 
ton Dreadnought, which will 
be in service in two to three 
years. 

The Dreadnought’s reactor 
came from the United States. 
The reactor for the second sub- 
‘marine will be developed in 
Britain, naval sources said.

‘Commuting Maids’ ds’ 


More Demanding 
The recent shortage of domes- 
tic maidservants has resulted in 
an increasing number of “new 
style” maids popularly called 
“commuting maids.” The 
Women’s and Minor’s Bureau 
of the Labor Ministry on Dec. 
i9 announced the result of a 
survey it conducted on the wel- 
fare of the so-called new style 
maids. The maids were chosen 
from 721 households in the six 
major cities and nine lesser 
ones throughout the nation. 


Among the interesting find- 


In almost all cases they are 
paid on a daily basis,’ the aver- 
e being around ¥360. In ad- 
dition they get transportation 
fare and food expenses. 

The total monthly income av- 
erages ¥13,200. This is ¥2,000 
to ¥3,000 higher than what live- 
in maids receive and is about 
the average initial salary of 
new college graduates.

Elliott, now studying 
at Cambridge University, Eng- 
land, received 217 points, 

Third place went to Rafer 
Johnson of Kingsburg, Calif., 
who set a new Olympic record 
in winning the decathlon with 
8,392 points after a terrific duel 
with Nationalist China’s Yang 
Chuan-kwang. Johnson receiv- 
ed 212 votes. 

Editors were invited to vote 
for 10 nominees in order of me- 
rit. Each first place nomina- 
tion netted 10 points, a second 
place nine points, and so on. 

Wilma picked up seven first 
placings, six second placings, 
six third placings and made a 
majority of the ballots.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP)— 
The state of California—recall- 
ing the day when the United 
States declared war on Japan— 
announced it is still holding 
more than $60,000 for some un- 
located depositors of the old 
Yokohama Specie Bank, Ltd. 

“Many Japanese-Americans in 
this country suffered unde- 
served hardships and privations 
in the hysteria of World War 
II,” said State Controller Alan 
Cranston. 

“We cannot undo wrongs 
done to them so many years 
ago, but we can make an honest 
diligent effort to return to them 
what is theirs by rights.” 

Cranston said the money is 
all that is left from more than 
$4 million the state has paid out 
to depositors since 1945. 

The money left is in amounts 
ranging from two cents to 
$2,800 and can be claimed if the 
depositors prove they are en- 
titled to it, he explained. 

Some of the depositors were 
Japanese diplomats and others 
who have scattered throughout 
the world, Cranston said. 

The bank had branches in San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 
Both were seized by the state 
the day after Pearl Harbor,

Farm Income Seen 
Marking New High 


Japan's agricultural income 
for the current fiscal year is ex- 
pected to mark a postwar high 
of ¥1,140,000 million, an in 
crease of 6 per cent from last 
fiscal year, the Agriculture 
Forestry Ministry disclosed yes- 
terday. 

The minis estimated that 
total farming production would 
be up 3 per cent from last year 
and the average price of agri- 
cultural. products would rise 
nearly 3 per cent, 

It aleo noted an increase of 
some 3 per cent in prices of 
farming instruments and other 
necessities. 

The average cash income of 
farmers during the April-Au- 
gust period was estimated at 
¥108,000, or up 14. per cent 
from the comparable figure for 
last year. The average cash ex- 
penditure of farmers during the 
five-month period was estimat- 
ed at ¥89,000, up 13 per cent. 

As to the employment situa- 
tion in agriculture, the min- 
istry noted that 181,000 persons 
took on new side jobs other 
than farming over a six-month 
period of March through Aug- 
ust. 
The figure was an increase of 
21 per cent over the comparable 
figure of last year. 

Of the total side-job earners, 
87,000 persons’ were in the 
manufacturing industry, while

Supposed to have a maximum 
thermal capacity of 10,000 kilo 
watts, the reactor is said incap- 
able of developing even 10 per 
cent of its capacity. 

American Machine and Foun- 
dry Co. which produced 
the reactor for the Japanese in- 
stitute, also warned the latter 
last month against the danger 
of trying to increase the reac- 
tor’s thermal power to 1,000 kw. 
But the institute decided to ven- 
ture the experiment after it had 
been convinced by past perfor- 
mance tests that the reactor

Japan Sets New 
8-Yr. Power Plan 


The Government decided on a 
new eight-year power source 
development program Friday to 
replace the current five-year 
plan to keep pace with the long- 
range economic development 
program to double nationa) in- 
come in 10 years. 

The current five-year plan 
covers the period from 1959 
through 1963, while the new 
program is for 1960 through 
1967. 

Under the new set-up, power 
requirements in the last year of 
the p m are estimated at 
187,000 million kilowatt hours. 
A total of 27,220,000 kilowatts 
of electric power will be newly 
developed during the eight 
years to increase power generat- 
ing capacity at the end of 1965 
to 47,230,000 kilowatts, 

According to the. program, 
estimated power requirements 
in 1967 will be about twice as 
much as that of 1960's 97,700 
kilowatt hours. 

A total of ¥3,560,000 million 
will be raised domestically, 
while an additional ¥22,000 mil- 
lion is expected to be obtained 
through foreign loans for financ- 
ing the new program. 


Increase Sought | 
In Crab Catches 


The Japan Fishery Associa- 
tion yesterday decided to seek 
an increase in Japan’s crab 
eatch quota in North Pacific 
waters during the 1961 season. 

The catch target has been set 
at some 280,000 cases in terms 
of canned crab meat, by the 
association’s Japan-Soviet Fish- 
ery Committee. 

This year’s figure was 260,000 
cases, each containing four 
dozen half-pound cans. 

Tatsunosuke Takasaki, pres- 
ident of the association, will de- 
mand an increase at the Japan- 
Soviet fishery conference in To 
kyo next month.

A considerable portion of the 
world’s markets for Japanese 
tea has been lost to Communist 
and Nationalist China, India and 
Ceylon whose production has 
been greatly increased. Such 
rival foreign teas are also 
superior to Japanese tea in 
quality. 

Domestic tea consumption, 
however, has sharply increased 
with the 1959 per capita con- 
sumption totaling 784 grams or 
73 per cent more than the pre- 
war level. 

Under the circumstances, the 
ministry saw the need for pro- 
motion of exports and improve- 
ment of tea plantation manage- 
ment to prevént the expected 
oversupply.

Red Submarine Force 


Growing Undersea Strength of China, USSR Menace to Japan 


The growing strength of the 
Communist submarine fleets in 
the West Pacific today con- 
stitutes a serious menace to this 
country. 

As a sea power, the Soviet 
Union ranks second only to the 
United States. And it is an un- 
precedented force of submarines 
which constitute the main 
strength of its navy, 


The latest edition of the 
authoritative Jane’s “Fighting 
Ships,” which was published 


only last Wednesday, placed the 
number of Soviet undersea craft 
at between 450 and 500. 

Of these, more than 120 are 
believed to be deployed in the 
Pacific area at present, 

And there are, it must be re- 
membered, some 50 more vee 
sels now under construction in 
Russian dockyards, including, 
presumably, a considerable 
number of  nuclear-powered 
ships. 

In addition to this formidable 
undersea force, we have now to 
face the increasing menace of 
the Red Chinese submarine 
force. 

Red China has already started 
to build its own submarines, 
and it has, at present, some 25 
or more transferred from the 
Soviet Navy—all conventionally 
propelled. 

it should be noted that this 
undersea force Communist 
China now possesses is the third 
largest in the world—surpas- 
sing in size the active submarine 
fleet of the United Kingdom.

Fatal Problem 


The task to be cha upon 
these undersea vVesse must, 
evidently, be that of commerce 
destruction warfare. 

Should war break out, they 
will set out to sweep the seas 
clear and starve their enemies 
into submission. 

The method of fighting sub 
marines has improved. But the 
submarine has made a striking 
progress in the years after the 
war. And there is hardly any 
effective means of seizing and 
destroying them—especially nu- 


eeappoweren submarines—hid- 
ing themselves in the depth of 
the ocean. 


And now the Kremlin relies 
heavily upon this type of fight- 
ing ships for attack purposes. 

It has no aircraft carriers. It 


has no battleships today. What | 


constitute the nuclear of its sur- 


face fleet are cruisers—only 28 
in number. 


And they are devoting all 
their energy to the building of 
& vast submarine force unheard 
of in history. The day will not 
be very far when all Soviet 
naval ships will be designed to 


operate under the protection of 
water. 


One of the major problems 
that the defense of Japan has 
to face, thus, is how to deal 
with the ok number of long- 
range, high-speeded submarines 
which might maintain a strict 
blockade of this island chain 
and starve the nation into sub- 
mission. 

It must be imprinted on our 
mind in this connection that the 
German submarine strength 
which. in World War I, brought 
the United Kingdom almost to 
the brink of starvation was only 
little more than one-fifth of the 
number of submarines the 
Kremlin now has at its disposal. 

Japan, of course, is even more 
Vulnerable to the destruction 
Caused by such naval blockade 
than the United Kingdom. A 
chain of volcanic islands—it 
does not yield enough food to 
provide for the people. Neither 
does it produce any vital raw 
materials necessary to maintain 
its industries—or to prosecute 
a war.

Inceme-Doubling Plan 

The Lifberal-Democratic Party 
Friday agreed on its own draft 
ineome-doubling plan, designed 
to replace a similar draft plan 
submitted earlier by the Eco- 
nomic Deliberative Council, an 
advisory. organ to the Govern- 


ment. The party complained 
that the council’s plan placed 
too much stress on the high eco- 
nomic growth rate but was re 
latively indifferent to the exist- 
ing disparity between big and 
small business. It is true that 
the EDC plan disregarded a ba- 
lanced growth of the nation’s 
economy by giving too much 
emphasis on the doubling of the 
national income in 10 years. It 
is quite right that the Govern- 
ment party should try to erase 
the disparity of income between 
big business and smaller firm 
workers. The party was un- 
reasonable, however, when it 
said it would at the same time 
try to realize an annual 9 
per cent economic growth rate 
during the coming three years. 
It would be extremely difficult 
to realize such a high growth 
rate. If the gap in incomes 
is to be narrowed, it would be 
logical that this should be done 
at some sacrifice of the economic

Tuition Hike 

The attempt by. private uni- 
versities to raise their tuitions 
has now become an issue. About 
one-half of the nation’s 140 pri- 
vate universities are likely to 
increase their fees by about 30 
per cent next spring. The rea- 
son given by them is that they 
wish to improve the treatment 
of their faculty members. The 
treatment of teachers at nation- 
al and municipal universities 
has been much improved re- 
cently. Since private university 
professors now receive salaries 
equivalent to only 70 per cent 
of those paid their opposite 
numbers In national or munt 
cipal universities, the difference 


may be further widened if mat- 
ters are left as they are. Such 
being the case, there should be 
no objection to the private uni- 
versities’ plan to raise their 
teachers’ wages. The question is 
the source of the necessary 
funds. There is even a possibil- 
ity that private universities may 
try to raise their tuitions every 
year. Most students’ families 
could not afford it. If such a 
situation would result in only 
a limited number of the richer 
students able to receive univer- 
sity education, it would become 
a serious social problem.—Nihon

Taxes and the stock brokerage 
commission rates are also ex- 
plained and listed. 


With Japanese ind ex- 
panding at a terrific clip and 
with the new Ikeda Govern- 
ment devoted to continuing this 
favorable trend, the foreign in- 
vestor would do well to take a 
long, close look at Japanese 
stocks and securities. If one 
had purchased a few shares of 
Sony about 14 years ago, he 
would be reaping some hand 
some dividends today. 

“Investing in Japan?” is a

However, powerful segments of the Kremlin charged Khrush-

critics.

to consolidate and build up the country. 
The Peiping Government has accused the United States, 
Taiwan and Japan at every opportunity and insisted on the inevi- 


tability of war. 


Khrushchev's theory of peaceful coexistence was thus unac- 
ceptable to Red China and led to a heated verbal battle between 
the Soviet Union and Communigt China. 

The center of debates at the world Communist Party conven- 
tion, which followed ceremonies to celebrate the Soviet Revolu- 
tion anniversary Nov. 17 in Moscow, was, of course, the Soviet 
Communist China dispute over the policy of peaceful coexistence. 

The debate, reportedly encountering stormy going, dragged 
on until the end of November. Not a single piece of information 
on the conference trickled out during its three-week session. This 
suggests that extremely important subjects were being taken up 
af, the meeting held in the midst of worldwide attention, 

Reports said that the conference adopted a statement and an 
appeal on Dec. 1, but no announcement was made of the contents, 
It was not until Dec, 6 that the manifesto was published,

Meanwhile, it is expected that Washington will switch to a 
more flexible policy because President-elect Kennedy is still in 
his early 40s. Actually, Kennedy now assumes a more flexible 
stand toward Russia than before the election. |
